February National Community College Month

7 he American Association of Community and 
Junior Colleges (AACJC), and the Association of 
Community College Trustees, in order to enhance 
the understanding, recognition, and support of 
community, technical, and junior colleges, have 
proclaimed February as National Community 
College Month. Several national events to celebrate 
National Community College Month are planned. 

In conjunction with the celebration of the month, 
Faulkner State is hosting the state-wide Phi Theta 
Kappa meeting in Gulf Shores, the annual Language 
and Fine Arts Tournament and the Mathematics 
Tournament. All of these events spotlight the 
theme: "Opportunity with Excellence." 

President Reagan says, "Of course, the key word 
when discussing these colleges is 'community'. They 
are truly part of their communities, offering 
accessible and affordable education to almost 
everyone. They increase the opportunity and 
economic mobility of our people... each and every 
one who takes advantage of what is available." 

Community colleges are cost-effective. Annual 
tuition at Faulkner State is $800. Tuition and fees in 
public four-year colleges and universities, by 
comparison, were nearly twice as high; private four- 
year colleges and universities were almost eight 
times as high. 

The faculty at Faulkner State is a crucial element 
in the Faulkner success story. They display a high 
degree of satisfaction in their work, in their progress 
as professionals, and in the development of the 
students they teach. They prize their relationships 
with students and other faculty, and they enjoy being 
part of the campus environment, "hi spite of the 
growth and strength of the community college 
system... the explosion of knowledge and the means 
of disseminating it make it essential that we 


strengthen this community institution to educate, re¬ 
educate, train, and retrain people several times during 
their lifetime, in order to prepare them to participate 
effectively, not only in the workplace, but also in 
society," said Carl D. Perkins, former Kentucky 
Congressman. Faulkner State offers a variety of one 
and two - year career programs that train students for 
careers in dental assisting, computer science, court 
reporting, and many others. The tranfer program at 
Faulkner is second to none. 

In the fall of 1985, nearly five million credit 
students attended a community, technical, or junior 
college. In the college year 1984-85, close to another 
five million students took noncredit, self-supporting 
courses in the colleges. A majority of these students 
are part-time. The trend toward attending college part 
time has been developing during the past two 
decades. Fall 1985 figures show that 65.7 percent of 
credit students nationally were enrolled part time, 
one percent higher than the previous year. 

More than two out of three full-time students 
are employed while taking courses and over four out 
of five part-time students are employed. 

During the academic year of 1984-85, over 
460,000 associate degrees were conferred in the U.S.; 
75 percent of the degrees were awarded by public 
community colleges. In the last five academic years, 
more than 1,735,000 associate degrees have been 
conferred. Faulkner State is proud to be a member of 
such a growing, caring, dynamic organization 

(AACJC). 

"We are proud of our service to the community 
of Bay Minette, Baldwin County, and the entire Gulf 
Coast area. We work hard to feel the pulse of the 
community and provide the courses, both transfer 
and career, that allow our citizens to become an 
integral part of society," said Dr. Gary Brandi, 
President of Faulkner.

Committee meeting. The report showed that 24% of the "Survey on Mar^^p " gpcKkmres were 
returned. A majority of those responding (60%) indicated the membership provision of the constitution 
should be changed to provide membership to all personnel in the Alabama College System. Despite these 
results the Joint Study Committee recommended that "a constitutional amendment 
is not in the best interest of the organization at this time." Two key factors that influenced the communes 

to make the recommendation were: 

(1) the lack of clarity in the current constitution with respect to membership categories and 



privileges, and 

(2) the current economic restrictions that could prevent members from attending the convention and 
therefore prevent than from voting on any amendment.

Strategies For Building 
Alabama's Future 

A three-year cooperative endeavor involving the 
State Board of Education, hundreds of System 
personnel and leaders in business, industry and 
government has provided The Alabama College 
System with the first long-range plan ever developed 
in the System's 22-year history. Entitled 
Dimensions 2000, the plan identifies six goals and 
46 objectives for improving the state's economy by 
carefully redirecting our programs and services to 
meet the critical needs of Alabamians. 

Our plan charts the new course we must take to 
reverse negative historic trends and to initiate a new 
cycle of progress for Alabama. It reflects the best 
thoughts today of the direction The Alabama College- 
System MUST take now for its future direction. 

The plan begins, not with the System's wants, but 
with Alabama's needs — economic development and 
diversification, development of excellence in public 
education, enhancement of quality of life and 
increased financial support 

We now know what Alabama's future will be like 
if we do not intervene dramatically. The trends are 
clear, consistent and ominous. The grim necessity 
for economic redirection and growth will require 
strategic intervention by all segments of the state - 

- education, business and industry, and government - 

- to reverse excessive and prolonged unemployment, 
an extraordinarily high business failure rate, a 
critically low per capita income and tax base and an

The Alabama College System's blueprint for 
building Alabama’s future targets six essential goals: 

1. Assuring institutional quality, 

2. Revitalizing Alabama's economy, 

3. Strengthening System management 

and accountability, 

4. Implementing educational 

partnership, 

5. Developing competent, caring 
personnel, and 

6. Securing support to implement this 

Strategic Plan. 

Our objectives for meeting these goals establish 
statewide initiatives that will be incorporated into 
each college's plans and priorities. For each 
objective, there is a detailed strategy, timeline and 
criteria for evaluation. 

Among the 46 objectives listed in the plan are 
recommendations for creating binding transfer 


universities statewide, 
implementing competency-based curricula in all 
occupational programs, developing state-of-the-art 
emerging technology programs, expanding retraining 
services to existing businesses, assessing every 
System service, and establishing a career follow-up 
system for all students. The plan sets goals for 
establishing strong educational partnerships, 
recognizing and rewarding outstanding System 
personnel, strengthening degree requirements, and 
establishing permanent line-item funding for critical 
systemwide needs. 

Achieving Alabama’s full potential for economic 
growth by the year 2000 will depend on how well 
and how fast new workers can be trained and how 
fast current workers can be retrained and upgraded. 
Our network of colleges, which has historically 
played an integral role in economic development, has 
a unified delivery system capable of responding to 
the evolving needs of society, business and industry 
by transmitting state level concerns into meaningful 
services. 

The Alabama College System is uniquely 
positioned to initiate a new cycle of progress for 
Alabama. Our system of colleges is the state's 
wisest investment of resources. The investment is 
paid back quickly in increased tax revenues and it 
keeps paying back for a lifetime. With a relatively 
small increase in allocations, the Legislature can 
empower the System to lead the revitalization of 
Alabama's economy. 

Armed with goals and objectives that are crystal 
clear and value driven, our System is prepared for 
this new role.

UA, State Junior Colleges 
Sign Historic Agreement 

Officials of Alabama's junior colleges and the 
University of Alabama announced today a new 
agreement to facilitate the transfer of students from 
junior colleges to UA’s teacher education program. 
UA President Dr. Joab L. Thomas and Dr. Charles 
L. Payne, Chancellor of The Alabama College 
System, signed the agreement which identifies 
courses on a system-wide basis that will be accepted 
by UA's College of Education. 

In practice, the agreement means students who 
have passes all their courses will not have to repeat 
any of the general studies requirements earned at the 
junior college level. Previously, there was no 
guarantee that these courses would satisfy university 
requirements. 

Some 21 colleges serving 26,000 transfer students 
in The Alabama College System will be affected by 
the agreement, referred to informally as the 2+2 
program, Payne said. 

A similar agreement was enacted in January for 
UA's engineering technology programs. Students 
who successfully complete a nationally-accredited 
two-year program in civil or electrical engineering 
technology can transfer their course credits directly 
into UA's four-year engineering technology 
programs. 
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Currently, the two-year engineering technology 
program at Jefferson State Junior College in 
Birmingham is the only accredited program 
available, but as other state programs are accredited, 
they will be able to participate too. 

"This arrangement will greatly enhance efficiency, 
thereby saving significant tax dollars," Payne said. 
"But most importantly, it guarantees opportunity 
and fairness for individual students. 

"The agreement was made possible in large part 
because of The Alabama College System's recent 
completion of a common course directory. It is also 
a testament to the enlightened leadership of Dr. Joab 
Thomas at the University of Alabama." Thomas 
said he hoped the agreement would relieve teacher 
shortages in the state while improving educational 
opportunities for students. 

"It is our primary intent to assist the individual 
student in completing his or her education, but we 
also expect the agreement to have a bearing on 
teacher shortages in the state and improve the qua ity 
of teacher training in Alabama," Thomas said. 


The University has had many excellent students 
transfer from junior colleges in all disciplines, 
Thomas added. While this particular agreement 
involves only education and engineering, students 
can continue to transfer junior college work to the 
University in other areas of study as well 

The agreement represents an historic first step 
made possible by The Alabama College System's 
work to unify academic policies among the state's 
junior colleges, and the University of Alabama's 
desire to enhance services to two-year college 
students," Payne said. 

Through the work of '"he Alabama College 
System's Articulation Task Force, common course 
titles, numbers and descriptions for all junior college 
transfer programs have been adopted and 
implemented, Payne said. As a result of this three- 
year effort* a transfer guide identifying junior college 
courses accepted by eveiy four-year college in 
Alabama has also been developed, laying the 
groundwork for other articulation agreements. 

Dr. Rodney Roth, dean of UA's College of 
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Members of the State Board of Education were the first officals to take the oath of office, 
which was administered by State Chief Justice C. C. “Bo” Torbert,

Education, said adoption of the agreement was 
facilitated by some curriculum changes at the 

University. 

Two years ago the college decided to have a 
common undergraduate curriculum for the first two 
years of teacher training regardless of the student's 
major. (For example, physical education majors take 
the same fust two years of coursework as elementary 
education majors). Roth said, "This made it very 
easy to implement this program with junior 
colleges." 

"We see the program as a real advantage because 
the confusion factor with transferring the junior 
college credits will be greatly reduced," Roth added. 
This UA articulation agreement is just the beginning 
in improving the system of credit transfers from 

junior colleges, Payne said. 

A Joint Committee on Transfer of Credits, 
which will consist of representatives from six 
Alabama CoEege System institutions and six senior 
colleges, will promote the future formation of 
articulation agreements statewide, Payne said. The 
committee meets for the first time in January 1987.

LaFayette Featured at King 

Tribute 

In its Annual Celebration of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr.'s, birthday, Bishop’ State Junior College 
featured Dr. Bernard LaFayette, Jr., former Graduate 
Dearf* of Alabama State University and a staff 
member of the Columbia Theological Seminary of 
Atlanta, Georgia. 

Dr. LaFayette, a noted civil rights leader, is a 
graduate of the American Theological Seminary of 
Nashville, Tennessee. He became an ordained 
minister in 1969. He earned the Ed. M. from the 
School of Education of Harvard University in 1971 
and in 1974, he was awarded the Ed.D in 
Administration from the same institution. 

Dr. LaFayette’s tenure in the education arena has 
been long and productive. He has served as a high 
school principal in Tuskegee and as a faculty 
member at many institutions of higher learning, 
including Candler School of Religion of Emory 
University of Atlanta, Georgia; Lindenwood 
College, Washington University of St. Louis, 
Missouri and Alabama State University of 
Montgomery. 

The special program, sponsored by Bishop State

Sunday, November 16, 1986 was another 
milestone in the historical annals of Bishop State

During its 
inception in 1936, Bishop State (then Alabama State 
College Branch) was operated as the Mobile junior 
college extension of Alabama State University, 

The speaker for the occasion was Dr. Levi 
Watkins. Dr. Watkins, former President of Alabama 
State University, now interim President of Bishop 
College in Dallas, Texas, began his tenure at 
Alabama State back in 1948 where he served as 
Assistant to the President for five years. He 
subsequently returned to that institution in 1962. He 
served in this capacity for 19 years. Dr. Watkins 
captivated the audience as he recaptured his 
association with pioneers of Alabama State as well 
as Bishop State. He spoke of the struggles, trials 
and tribulations of both schools. He praised both 
past and present administrations as he drew attention 
to the progress of Bishop State, both academically 
and physically. 


Bishop State Junior College celebrated its Annual 
Alumni Dinner Dansante Wednesday, December 3, 
1986 beginning at 7:00 P.M. in the Municipal 
Auditorium. The festivities this year were slightly 
different from those in the past; instead of a featured 
speaker, the guest artist was none other than the 

incomparable Lou Rawls. 

The Alumni Dance, which is open to the general 
public, culminated the College's festivities cele¬ 
brating the 50th Year Anniversary of the College. 
Those who chose to purchase a ticket for this affair 
actually contributed to the college's newly formed 
endowment. As a result, each participant contributed 
to the theme of the college which is "A 
Commitment to A Program of Excellence," initiated 
by Dr. Yvonne Kennedy when she began her tenure 
as President of the College rive years ago. 

Lou sang such classic songs like "You'll Never 
Find Another Love Like Mine," "Natural Man," 


"Lady Love" and "Love is A Hurting Thing" to a 
thrilled packed audience. These songs have become 
American classics and have led the artist to one 
platinum and six gold albums plus a gold single. He 
has also won four grammys. 

A spokesman for the world's largest brewery, Lou 
has become synonymous with "The King of Beers." 


With support of Anheuser-Busch, Lou has made the 
United Negro College Fund a special beneficiary of 
his talents. As Honorary Chairman of U.N.C.F., he 
organized the "Lou Rawls Parade of Stars Telethon" 
in which funds are raised for 42 private Black 
colleges by telephone pledges. In six years, the 
telethon generated over $8 million in six hours. 

Other features of this gala affair included the 
Alumni of the Year Award and the BSJC Citizen of 
the Year Award. 

Dr. Yvonne Kennedy* president of Bishop State 
presented to the audience Dr. Mary L. Hertz-Carter as 
the Alumnae of the Year. Dr. Carter, a 1939 graduate 
of Bishop State (then the Alabama State College 
Branch), formerly worked at Bishop State as 
Coordinator of the Reading Program. Dr. Kennedy 
also introduced Mr. James H. Coil, Jr, as BSJC 
Citizen of the Year. Mr. Coil, the 1986 recipient of 
the coveted Fredericka G. Evans Award, the 
Citizen of the Year honoree, has given long hours of 
dedicated service to Bishop State Junior College.

Brewer State Junior College administration, 
faculty, and staff completed a successful three-day 
professional development workshop Friday, 
November 14. The theme of the workshop was 
improvement of the College. 

A major goal of the activities was institutional 
research to assess total progress of all aspects of the 
institution. 

Planned by a college committee headed by Dr. 
James Rayburn, dean of instruction, the meeting 
involved three consultants: Mrs. Joyce Jones, 
Montgomery, former supervisor of instruction for 
Fayette County; Dr. Bill Ward, director of research 
and Tide m director at Livingston University; and 
Dr. Ernest Clevenger, former president of Faulkner 
University in Montgomery. 

College personnel, placed in four groups, studied 
educational programs, administrative processes, 
educational support services, and institutional 
effectiveness. The consultants worked with two 
research groups on Wednesday and with two 
additional groups on Thursday. Two alternate groups 
conducted research on their own when the 
consultants were not working with them. 

A highlight of the workshop was the Friday 
meeting when all the College personnel assembled 
to compare findings. Each committee chairman 
reported to the group the research information and 
assessed it. The concluding event was an evaluation 
of the institutional development activities. 

This workshop was a continuation of a 
professional development effort begun by the 
Department of Postsecondary Education in 1984. 
This effort, nationally acclaimed, has been evaluated 
among the best in the country. Workshops were 
conducted in every Alabama public two-year 
institution November 12-14.

The Concert-Lecture Series of Jefferson State 
Junior College, in recognition of February as Black 
History month, will have two presentations on 
campus for students and the community. 

On Tuesday, February 17, at 11:15 in Room 
400 of the Fitzgerald Student Center, Birmingham 
native Carolyn Coleman will perform. Her 
presentation is entitled "The Essence of Being 
Black." This one-woman drama captures the Black 
American Experience from the eve of the Slave 
Trade, through Martin Luther King, Jr., into the 
80's. The inspiring production is divided into four 
segments. 

The first segment, "Exodus," signifies the 
departure of Blacks from Africa to America. "The 
New Negro," the second segment, reminds Blacks 
of times prior to the 20th Century and that, while 
they should not forget hard times, they should keep 
in mind he best is yet to come. "The Dream," 
examines Americans support of King and his dream 
after his death. The last section, "A Thing of 
Beauty," acknowledges the struggles and various 
positions the Black American may or may not have 
in the 1980's. 











February 25, at 11:30 a.m. in

Renewed Version of the American Dream." 

Anthony J. Sadberry is a black Texas lawyer 
who, though coming from humble roots, has risen 
to state, regional and national recognition in his 
profession. He was elected as President of Student 
Body at Navarro College, where he graduated in 
1970. He was elected Vice-President of Student Body 
at University of Texas, graduating in 1972. He 
attended Georgetown University Law Center in 
Washington, D.C. (received Doctor of Jurisprudence, 
1975); was licensed by the Supreme Court of Texas 
to practice law in Texas in 1975; became Assistant 
Attorney General of Texas and served from 1975- 
1977; became an associate in the firm of Sullivan, 
King and Sabom, P.C., Attorneys at Law, Houston, 
Texas in 1977; was admitted to partnership in 1982; 
specialized in commercial litigation and participated 
in lawsuits in various parts of the United States; was 
named head of the litigation section of the firm 
which he currently serves. 

He has participated on several programs of the 
Advanced Civil Trial Course for the State Bar of 
Texas; was a member of the State Bar of Texas 
Committee on Administration of Justice and was 
recently named by the order of the Supreme Court 
Advisory Committee on Rules of Civil Procedure in 
the State of Texas. 
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President Merritt named One 
Of The "Most Effective 
College Presidents” 

Jefferson State's President Judy Merritt has been 
named in a research study funded by the Exxon 
Education Foundation as one of the Most Effective 
College Presidents in the Nation. 

The study, entitled "The Effective College 
President," examined the personal characteristics, 
professional background, and attitudinal differences 
that personify the men and women who have been 
identified by their peers as the nation's most effective 
college presidents. 

According to Dr. James L. Fisher, designer of the 
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study and president emeritus of the Council for 
Advancement and Support of Education in 
Washington D.C, "This research demonstrates that 
effective presidents are different. They are strong risk¬ 
taking leaders with a dream." 

Dr. Merritt was one of one hundred sixty 
presidents in the country who received multiple 
nominations from their peers. 

Preliminary results of the study show that the 
effective president relies on respect rather than 
popularity as a leadership principle. The effective 
presidents tend to work longer hours, care deeply 
about the welfare of the individual and encourage 
people to think creatively. They were shown to 
make decisions more easily than other presidents and 
take more risks to move the institution forward.

On February 12, 1987, in Montgomery .Presi¬ 
dent Merritt was chosen to receive the 1987 
Distinquished Leadership Award for Two-Year 
Colleges.

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Creative Programming Despite Financial Shortfall 


One of the most obvious results of the financial 
shortfall in Alabama is that whatever money in 
Alabama is available for Alabama community 
colleges must go to support basic academic 
programs. Other activities, like plays, musical 
productions which require a payment of royalties or 
money for sets or costumes, must be postponed 
until money is available, or must they? 

The Language and Fine Arts Department at 
Chattahoochee Valley Community College decided 
to try some creative programming which would 
allow them to continue with their Fine Arts program 
in spite of limited funds. What they discovered was a 
program that far surpassed their expectations and, 
even if unlimited funds became available tomorrow, 
it is a program that would continue because of the 
scope of its contribution to the learning experiences 
and professional development of students in the three 
areas of the humanities. 

As a first step, Dr. Joan Williams, Chauperson 
of the Language and Fine Arts Department, 
suggested to Mrs. Joanne Bums, Drama Instructor 


and Director of the Drama Scholarship students, that 
she work with the literature instructor, Mr. Michael 
Williams, to choose several scenes from Oedipus 
which the theatre students could dramatize. 

Mr, Steve Williamson, director of the radio-TV 
program at the college jumped at the chance for 
providing real camera, directoral, and production 
experiences for his TV production class by filming 
the presentation. 

On October 30th, Mr. Williams’ literature class, 
along with invited guests, met in the TV studio for 
this first cooperative production. Mr. Williams 
discussed the play, then called for the dramatized 
scenes in their appropriate places.

Development Activities Held

WORKSHOP - 
Recommends Student 
Training in Attitude 

The Professional Development Inservice Program 
November 12, 13, 14 in the Technical Division of 
Wallace State Community College began with a 
recommendation of the school's Advisory 
Committee. 

That committee recommend that, in addition to 
skill training, students going into the job market 
needed training in work ethics or a good work 
attitude. 

The Professional Development Committee felt 
that all instructors needed to improve their ability to 
teach students in this area. They felt from the outset 
it would be difficult to make a measurable change in 
a student's attitude in one to two years, however, the 
challenge was there. 


The Department of Administration and Leadership 
of the University of Alabama was contacted. Dr. 
Harold Bishop of that department felt he could 
improve the instructor's ability to work with 
students and improve their work attitudes. 

After eight hours of instruction and role playing, 
every staff member felt they could improve their 
ability to influence and, in some cases, even change 
a student's work attitude. 

The workshop included sessions on "How to 
Move Technical Graduates into the Alabama State 
Employment System." This session was conducted 
in an effort to provide our students every opportunity 
to get the best job available. The presenter was 
Sonny Guy, Assistant Director of the Alabama State 
Employment Office in Selma.
